STRATHMORE HIGH SCHOOL SCHOLARSHIP 


This fund was established in 1930, following a recommendation in the Principal’s 
Annual Report, that some effort should be-made to assist worthy students of the 
Strathmore High School to proceed with their studies following graduation. It was 
hoped to raise $1000, the interest on which might be used to furnish an Annual Schol- 
arship. ‘lhis was found impossible. However it has been found possible to award ¢ 
Scholarship of $50 annually and it is now hoped that this policy may be continued. 

The awarding of this Scholarship has been largely due to the generosity of local or- 
ganizations and the President of the Canadian Pacific Railway— Mr. E. W. Beatty. 
The students of the High School have also helped in raising funds by means of extra | 
curricular activities. ;
